A mere m ilitary 
genius would never have continued 
the struggle. 
Take 
for example 
the experience at 
Valley Forge. 
W ashington wrote 
Congress^ re­ 
garding the conditions at 
Valley 
Forge. 
He said, ‘I am convinced 
th at unless some 
great 
change 
takes place, this arm y m ust inevit­ 
ably be reduced to one or other of 
three things: To starve, to dissolve, 
to disperse.’ 
W ashington 
added, 
‘However, the arm y decides not to 
dissolve, not to disperse, and if pos­ 
sible, not to starve.’ 
“W ashington a t Valley 
Forge 
constantly exemplified th at he was great at 
the center of life. A great general 
like Napoleon m ay be produced in 
a m ilitary school. 
A g reat diplo­ 
m at like M ettem ich may be devel­ 
oped in a court. 
A g reat philoso­ 
pher like Hegel m ay be evolved in 
a university. But a man like W ash­ 
ington can only come from a C hrist­ 
ian home. 
“Religion in the life of George 
W ashington is symbolized for most 
of us in th at very fam iliar picture 
which depicts bim kneeling in a 
wood a t Valley Forge.”

Influential Today 
“On the whole, therefore, it can 
be said of George W ashington th at 
he served God and men consistent­ 
ly and faithfully, according to w hat 
he regarded as his opportunities, 
th at he did this 
unselfishly, and 
th at no lapse of tim e is likely to 
dim either the value or the virtue 
of his service. 
The United States 
of America has been greatly bless­ 
ed by having had the 
benefit of 
W ashington’s wholesome example 
and influence, not only during our 
country’s inception, but also thru- 
out its history, even to the present 
tim e.”

An enthusiastic m eeting of the 
depositors of the 
F irst National 
Bank of Palatine was held Sunday 
afternoon at the Palatine 
high 
school when plans 
were 
made, 
which if successful, will mean the 
reopening of th a t bank. Signatures 
have been secured to the deposit­ 
ors’ agreem ent from half 
of the 
depositors and by the end of the 
week it is expected th a t practical­ 
ly all of them will have been in ter­ 
viewed by the flying squadron. 
The depositors’ committee con­ 
sists of T. C. H art as chairm an; H. 
J. Harz, O. A. Schroeder, John H. 
Meyer and Otto Mess. 
Plans for 
the reopening were outlined by Mr. 
H art who was chosen as chairm an 
of the meeting. 
He explained the 
plan form ulated by the tem porary 
committee which he believed had 
every chance to succeed if the de­ 
positors and stockholders give to 
it their approval and cooperation. 
The tem porary committee had been 
encouraged by the reception to the 
plan on the part of receiver Eric- 
son. 
The first step is the securing of 
pledges from every depositor th at 
all funds now in the closed bank, 
(Would be allowed to rem ain there 
for a period of one year; the coop­ 
eration of the stockholders would 
mean a willingness to accept a vol­ 
untary assessment as w*as outlined 
at the annual m eeting held in J a n ­ 
uary. 
Such an assessm ent 
may 
not be necessary. 
Everything to Gain 
Each member of the tem porary 
committee addressed the deposit­ 
ors during the m eeting and a num ­ 
ber of others spoke from the floor. 
There had been distributed copies 
of the receiver’s report 
showing 
the present condition of the insti­ 
tution. 
That report is of itself 
most encouraging. Depositors gen­ 
erally and others interested have 
been supporting a reopening move­ 
ment th at started almost as soon 
as the bank w*as closed by the di­ 
rectors. 
“I have 
found 
in my 
travels about the country th at the 
depositors are willing to do any­ 
thing that will give them back their 
bank,” stated Mr. 
Mess. 
“They 
have nothing to lose and everything 
to gain,” said Attorney Harz. The 
same viewpoint was expressed by 
other speakers. 
Mr. Eustis, presi­ 
dent of the 
Economy 
Fuse Co., 
stated th at he had every confidence 
in the officers of the hank and that 
if the bank is reopened, 
his firm 
would carry a substantial active 
account in the bank. 
Mr. Collig- 
non, wrho also spoke from the floor

secured 
pledges for the State Bank three 
weeks ago, he w*as ready to work 
just as hard for the National bank.

Scout Council Again Given High 
Rating 
The Northwest Suburban Boy 
Scout council has once again re­ 
ceived a high rating from the na­ 
tional headquarters 
covering the 
work done during 1931. 
The ra t­ 
ing 
given the local 
organization 
was 99 per cent, indicating that 
only I per cent of the councils in 
United States 
have 
done better 
work in growth 
and development 
over this twelve months period. Of 
the one hundred councils in Re­ 
gion 7, the four states bordering on 
Lake Michigan, only two have ex­ 
ceeded this mark. 
Some of the 
points that 
figure in the rating 
are: Number of troops and scouts 
according to the population of the 
area j new troops and new scouts; 
net gain 
or loss in 
troops or 
scouts; number of troops and scouts 
reregistering each year; number of 
troops lapsed; per cent of scouts 
that are tenderfoot; 
per cent of 
scouts that are first class and the 
ratio of tenderfoot scouts to new 
scouts. The council officials attrib­ 
ute the fact that there have been 
no lapsed or 
dropped troops for 
more than 20 months to the sin­ 
cerity or purpose and cooperative 
spirit that 
prevails 
among the 
troop leaders. 
Cost Reduced 
Scout Executive Nimtz, in ex­ 
plaining the work of the local coun­ 
cil, calls attention to the fact that 
while the growth and development 
of the scouting in the area has 
reached the high standard indicated 
by the national rating, the cost of 
administration has been reduced to 
one dollar less than the national 
average per scout. The last figures 
available show the national average 
cost of administration to be $10.19 
per scout per year. 
The operat­ 
ing cost of the local organization 
for 1931 averaged $9.15 per scout. 
Although the council is now work­ 
ing temporarily 
under an em er­ 
gency budget because of the lack 
of finances it is the hope of those 
in charge of the local organization 
to be able to resume the same type 
of progressive program within the 
near future that has made possible 
the 
high standard of 
scouting 
throughout the area during the past 
year.

Garden Show Six 
Weeks Away; To Be 
Held at Navy Pier 


With the show7 opening still six 
weeks away the competitive classes 
for garden club exhibits in Chica­ 
go’s spring bowrer show have nearly 
all been filled. 
There are a few 
classes in which entries may still 
be made but all clubs are advised 
by Mrs. Joseph E. 
Callender, 
in 
charge of entries, that 
the lists 
must soon be closed. 
“We have received 34 entries of 
large gardens,” said Mrs. Callend­ 
er. “These range from the special 
gardens 24 feet square, entered by 
the 
Lake 
Forest 
Garden 
Club, 
Evanston Garden Club, Joliet Flor­ 
al and Garden Club, and St. Charles 
Garden Club, to the 10x20 foot bor­ 
der plantings. 
They include ter­ 
race gardens, back door gardens, 
service yards and plots of miscel­ 
laneous types, and will be worked 
out in more exact detail than ever 
before to illustrate authentically 
small garden design.” 
The Morton Arboretum, of Lisle, 
111., will make a garden 20x30 feet 
in wThich rare shrubs will be dis­ 
played.

The Illinois departm ent of agri­ 
culture, Stuart E. Pierson, director, 
will make an exhibit showing the 
insects and diseases w’hich are com­ 
monly met with in Illinois gardens, 
and inspectors will be stationed at 
the show to advise visitors how’ to 
cope with the pests. An exhibit cf 
wTeeds will also be made, and the 
methods of eradication explained. 
Franz Lipp, landscape architect, 
is assisting garden clubs in making 
designs for their garden exhibits 
and ne says the show will surpass 
its predecessors in its educational 
value. 
Stress is being put upon 
exhibits wffiich teach lessons that 
can be applied in the outdoor gar­ 
den. 
John A. Servas, general manag­ 
e r, says the spectacular side of the 
exhibition is not being neglected.
